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Discipline 

5. In the 22nd Battalion at Mlada, the discipline was strict, but just. 
The conscript NCO's messed and slept together with the rest of the 
troops. After duty hours they mixed with the troops and were 
friendly. The regular Air Force NOO's messed and sl ept separately. 
They were military and did not mlx wlih th* troops. 

for falling to salute an NCO or offlosr, a man would be confined 
for five days to his barraoks, During 1954, about five men were put 
in detention barraoks for from 10 to 30 days* Their offense was 
refusing to obey an order given by an NCO* One man whd falsified 
a trip ticket was sentenced by a court martial to 1} years 5 hard 
labor. According to the Oseohoslovak Military Justloe (kasensky 
rad), only officers oould punish a man. A platoon oommander had 
the authority to sentence a man up to 15 days detention^ a company 
commander up to 20 days, and battalion commander up to 30 days. 

Only a military oourt oould give out greater punishments. A 
military oourt at Mlada consisted of six members, three off leers 
from the Oseohoslovak Military Oourt in Mile vloe (N 48*51, 1 16-46) 
and three offioers detailed from the bees, The defendant wee not 
authorised to have a defense oounoll*,
